Many ut the grain llulds In the neigh- 


borhood are utterly ruined. A lltty acre 
Held on the lianglmiiu farm, east of 
Berlin, Is cut to pieces, and wheat 
strews the ground as If It hud been 
threshed with the Hail. Corn is cut off 
to the ground, and in some instances 
not a vestige of it is left. .Several of the 
accounts aio almost incredible, but we 
liiivn them from trustworthy authority. 
Such ruin never before visited thai 
handsome and prolillc region, 


During the storm an eiglil-year-old 


child of Michael Wilder, one mile east 
ot Uie town, whilst running from thu 
burn lo the house, was struck by light- 
ning und Instantly killed. Thu parents 
were absent at tho time, wllh the child- 
ren in charge of tho hired help. 


The storm passed eastward, to York 


and across the Susiiuehauua, causing 
much damage throughout York and 
Lancaster

unroofed or blown down, grain and 
grass llatteiied, and corn cut to pieces, 
some of II beyond recovery. Dover hud 
u heavy rain, but no hall.
